WASHINGTON. — The U.S. Gov- 
ernment has ruled out participation 
by the Palestine Liberation Orga- 
mization (PLO} in the Geneva con- 
ference on the Middle East without 
the agreement of all the countries 
that attended the original Geneva 
conference two years ago. 

in a note delivered Monday in 
Moscow and released yesterday by 
the State Department, it was stated 
that “with respect to the Soviet po- 
sition on participation in the Geneva 
conference, the U.S. has always 
held the view that legitimate Pales- 
finjan interesta must be taken into 
account in the overall settlement. 

“The U.S. cannot agree, however, 
that the co-chairmen of the con. 
ference can alter the definition of 
the particpants in the conference, 
initially agreed to by the ori; 
participants,” 

The U.S. proposed instead a pre- 
paratory conference of the original 
six countries “looking toward a set- 
tlement within the Geneva confer- 
ence framework. 

“The U.S. is also prepared to con- 
sider holding bilateral consultations 
with the U.S.S.R. in advance of 
such a preparatory conference...” 
the U.S. note said. 

The U.S. note replied to one from 
the Sdviet Union early last month 
which proposed reconvening the Ge- 
neva ‘conference, attended also by 
the PLO. The U.S. and Soviet Union 
are co-chairmen of the conference, 
whose other participants were 
Egypt, Jordan, Syria and Israel. 

But in Moscow yesterday, Soviet 

Minister Andrei Gromyko 
ruled out any chance of holding 
a conference without participation 
by the Palestinians, Gromyko told 
visiting Kuwaiti Foreign Minister 
Sabah Ahmed Sabah that it is “the 
attempts of Israe! and its backers 
to evade a cardinal settlement” 
that is blocking peace in the region.

bate on January 12. Diplomatic 
Sources here revealed yesterday Is- 
rael had indicated to the U.S. on 
Friday that while it would prefer 
8, resolution simply extending the 
UNDOF mandate and referring to 
Resolution 338, it could “Hive with” 
8. resolution calling for a full-scale 
debate next month. 

During telephone conversations 
Jast Friday between Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger and Ambas- 
sador Simcha Dinitz, Israel asked 
the U.S. to use its veto to block 
a resolution that included four ἢ 
points being demanded by the Syr- 
jans. These four points were: 

@ Support in the resolution for 
previously approved ‘General 
Assembly” resolutions, 
@ Specific support for the latest 
pro-PLO General Assembly re- 
solution, Number 8375, calling for 
equal representation by the PLO 
duming all future Middle Bast peace 
@ Specific reference to the Pales- 
finjan question. Israel had want- 
ed the lution to call for a de- 
bate only on the “Middle East” 
question. 
@ An invitation to the PLO to 
participate in the January de- 
bate in the Council. 

Kissinger indicated to Dinitz the 
U.S. would probably use its veto to 
block any one of these four con- 
ditions set by Syria, although the 
Secretary is said to have stressed 
specifically this should not be taken 
by Israel as a firm U.S. promise. 
Kissinger, according to diplomatic 
sources here, said President Ford 
would have to make such a final 
decision and could do this only 
after he saw the specific language 
of the resolution. 

Israel's current anger at the U.S. 
stems from the fact that only three 
out of the four demands set by 
Israel as a condition for an Amer- 
fean veto had been successfully 
taken out of the final text of the 
resolution. The U.S. was unable to 
use its influence to remove the 
specific reference in the, resolution 
to the Palestinian question. 

(The “unde! of the ma- 
jority of the Council” that the 
PLO would be invited to the Janu- 
ary 12 debate was contained in the 
President's statement which pre- 
ceded the formal resolution.) 

The U.S. did not believe this one 
remaining point was worth the risk 
of a removal of the UNDOF forces. 

Once Israel had in fact accepted 
the idea of a Security Council de- 
pate in January, American Officials 
apparently eased up on their efforts 
to rebuff the Syrian and Soviet-led

ISRAEL TESTS GROWTH, EXTRACTION 


The extraction problems have presumably 
been solved with the completion of the recent 
experiment which resulted in a two per cent 
yleld from three tons of thebaine poppies im- 
ported from Iran. This ratio is considerably 
higher than the 0.3-04 per cent quantity of 
morphine which can be extracted from three 
tons of morphine-bearing poppies. 


Lavie, slong with Arieh Abraham of the 
Volcani Institute are working on the second 
aspect of the problem ---- growing αὶ 
yielding thebaine poppy. The wild thebaine pop- 
Pies are difficult to obtain and yield only small 
quantities of the substance. So far their ex- 
periments have been among the more success. 
ful in a U.S.-sponsored world-wide campaign 
to grow a thebaine poppy or to at least dis:

Immigration down, more 
foreigners work here

While the number of Jews im- 
migrating to Israel] keeps falling, 
the number of non-Jews coming here 
to work keeps rising. That's what 
Dov Kochavi, director of the Govern- 
ment Employment Service, has 
found. 

In an interview with The Jerusca- 
lem Post this week, Mr. Kochavi 
said: “We were astounded recently 
when we discovered how many for- 
eign workers are currently employed 
in Israel. In most of the cases the 
hiring was in violation of the law. 
But more than that, it also mms 
counter to the Government's stated 
objective of shifting Israeli workers 
from the services to production, and 
of eliminating hidden ‘unemployment 
by moving unneeded workers to 
where they are needed.” 

According to the Employment Ser- 
vice Law of 1959, all hiring of work- 
ers — except for professional help 
and managerial staff — must be 
done through a labour exchange. If 
an employer wishes to import work- 
ers from abroad, he must apply to 
the Labour Ministry, which in turn 
can — if it wishes — recommend 
to the Ministry of Interior that it 
grant the required “B-1" temporary 
residence visa with a permit to work, 

Said Mr. Kochavi “Between Oc- 
tober 1974 and November 1975, we 
gave 316 such recommendations to 
the Interior Ministry. Some of these 
foreign workers have already left 
for home, but according to the re- 
cords, 179 are still here. However, 
during a spot check at Israel Avia- 
tion Industries, we discovered they 
had no less than 617 foreign work- 
ers, and they had joined the com- 
pany within that same period.” 

According to Mr. Kochavi, ΤΑΙ 5 
management claims |t is really not 
the employer of these workers, that 
they had been hired by a “man- 
power contractor” who brought them 
to Israel from abroad and had placed 
them with the company. “I'm pretty 
sure that contractor has been pro- 
viding the same service for other 
firms as well," Mr. Kochavi stated. 
“What's more, there are probably 
more of these foreign-worker-procu- 
rement agencies in operation.” 

Investigators learned that appli- 
cations for foreign workers’ visas 
had been made to several regional 
offices of the Interior Ministry, and 
these had granted “many” such vi- 
Sas, apparently without coordination 
among themselves, without concerted 
reporting to Ministry hi

Yearbook of Human Rights), 
shows that if this is done 
for the reasons stated, it is 
legal under British Mandatory 
legislation, which remained in 
force under the Jordanian ad- 
ministration. Approval is given 
in Art. 64 of that same Fourth 
Convention of the UN, which 
declares that the penal law of 
the occupied country shall apply 
during the occupation. 

For that matter, Regulation 58 
of the Mandatory Defence 
(Emergency) Regulations of 
1945, which is stili in force, 
authorises the death penalty for 
the use of arms or explosives or 
for other listed reasons. But the 
death penalty is not applied, and 
has never been applied by the 
Israelf authorities, even when 
murder was committed. 

One other topic is treated in 
the Special Committee’s report 
— Capuect's imprisonment. The 
special Committee finds that his 
trial was not valid, because 
Israel was not entitled to annex 
East Jerusalem and therefore 
“would appear to be in contempt 
of the Fourth Convention when it 
established the District Court in 
Jerusalem..."

Rice now makes up a fifth af all 
. cereal and occupies one tenth

Research has revealed many 
secrets of the character of this impor- 
tant plant, though even the classifica- 
tion of the seemingly endless 
varieties is stilt incomplete.

Traditionally a warm-temperate 
crop, rice also thrives over a wide 
range of conditions within about 45 
degrees (north) latitude and 40 
degrees (south) of the Equator, In 
fact cultivation has now been 
successfully extended to beyond the 
50 degree line north. 

Some of the most spectacular 
scientific advances have been in 
breeding new varieties of miracle” 
rice which can give very high yields 
under optimum conditions. But these 
have been found to be more prone to 
disease, Their dependence on large 
inputs of chemical fertiliser makes 
them more costly to grow. 

But the need and drive to increase 
yields goes on. Given that the cereal 
is cultivated in so many different con- 
ditions, different degrees of yield are 
inevitable. In fact yields vary alar- 
mingly — from over 7,000 kilograms 
per hectare in Australia to about 700 
in some tropical areas.

THE ECONOMIC PICTURE left 
here by nine months of civil war is 
desolate. The lateat bad news is that 
moat expatriate chief executives of 
foreign firms here — American and 
British, European end Arab — have 
left the country to scout for new 
operational bases. 

A survey of executives, briefly 
back to close offices, and of Western 
diplomats showed unanimity that 
“the last round of here made 
up 8 lot of people's minds for them." 
Only 30 American companies out of 
nearly 400 had checked out in Oc- 
tober, but by Jast month nearly all 
had gone or were going. 


Many corporate refugees are 
fence-perching in their new 
locations: First National City Bank is 
operating in Athens out of a hotel 
restaurant called the Golden Age, 
where bank officers now rate ornate 
booths as offices. The companies are 
watching Lebanon to see whether this 
country can find its feet. Lebanon's 
troubles have not included hostility to 
foreign companies. All the local 

factions, including Palesti- 
nian guerrillas, agree they want to 
preserve the Lebanese commercia) 
haven. 


But no end is in sight to the deepen- 
ing insecurity here, dramatized by a 
fatal shooting last month of a British 
businessman, apparently mistaken 
by Arab gunmen for an American. 

“Even if you can survive physical- 
ly, it's impossible to operate with any 
regional capability,"’ businessmen 
complain. Communications and the 
rest of the infrastructure already 
malfunctioning before the fighting, 
have collapsed. Workers have fled 
the country, the Post Office has a 
backlog of 20 million items. Offices 
have been looted, night life is 
prohibited, airlines are thinning ser- 
vices. And the prospect of worse ban- 
ditry stretches ahead because of the 
pauperisation in a country used to 
high living standards.

Office space and 
secretaries, air flights and 
amusements are in short supply 
because Jordan has never had more 
than a half-dozen foreign firma 
before. 


In the Gulf, living conditions are 
harsh and expensive, and the com- 
plete absence of any Arab middle 
class complicates both the employ- 
ment and the social scene. Bahrain, 
Dubai and Kuwait — for different 
reasons — have not attracted a single 
major Western concern’s regional 
headquarters. Iran insists it should 
play a regional commercial role, but 
businezsmen returning from Teheran 
complain of an utter lack of interest 
there among the Shah's official 
minions. 


However, despite the disparity 
with Beirut's old standards, these 
rival capitals’ claims and improving 
Near Eastern links with Europe pose 
8 rising challenge to Lebanon. Even 
the temporary loss of foreign 
businesses will contribute to the 
snow! economic catastrophe 
facing this resourceless country.

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MORE THAN CRIME 


AT A time when the nation’s leaders are focused on the 
Security Council resolution and its implications, and at a time 
when the Prime Minister has called together 150 leaders of 
World Jewry to put new life and energy into a Zionist pro- 
gramme of national construction, the mundane facts ‘of life, 
even in the capital, point to such a dissonant reality as orga- 
nized erime, protection rackets, gang warfare and underworld 
Eangaroo courts.

DIALOGUE IN AFRICA 


TO THE ILLS AND ACHES of the Dark Continent in recent 
months must be added the voleanic issue of Rhodesia which 
some three weeks ago marked the 10th anniversary of its 
Unilateral Declaration of Independence in response to Britain's 
refusal to give it sovereignty except on terms for quick progress 
to black majority rule. 

In the past year, Premier Ian Smith’s regime had slid into 
virtual isolation. Rhodesian leaders had failed to produce a 
political plan providing security for 274,000 whites while 
satisfying the aspirations of 5.7 million blacks. Smith had 
resolutely refused to talk with the black elements who wish 
to reach an arrangement — in so doing he had even antagon- 
ized his only friend, South Africa, which on its part has been 
practising its own form of detente with black African countries. 

This week's development of a joint Rhodesian “declaration 
of intent" to negotiate a constitutional settlement with black 
nationalist leader Joshua Nkomo on the nation's political future 
must be seen as a break South Africa's dialogue with 
black countries obviously is having some results and Smith has 
given some way to Pretoria's pressure. Rhodesia may with- 
stand terrorist attacks and survive economically for some time 
yet, but these are at best only short term remedies.

THE DECISION taken by the 
Security Council this week came 
as a shock to three main par- 
ties in the Middle East conflict. 
Despite their differing interests, 
Israel, Egypt and Jordan have 
been linked by the U.N. 
resolutions 242 (adopted after 
the 1967 Six Day War) and 338 
(issued following the Yom Kip- 
pur War of October 1973). These 
two resolutions, both cham- 
pioned by the U.S., have now 
been undermined by the Securi- 
ty Council in favour of Syria, the 
PLO and the Soviet Union. The 
latter has been striving to make 
& comeback to the Middle East 
ever since the Soviet exodus 
from Egypt in July 1972 was 
further aggravated by Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat's rap- 
prochement with Washington in 
the aftermath of the 1978 war. 

Though the gravity of the 
Security Council move is alar- 
ming, the scope of its effects 
cannot be evaluated correctly 
until U.S. President Geraid Ford 
and Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger return next week from 
their current Far Fast tour. U.S. 
Ambassador to the U.N., Daniel 
Moynihan, voted in favour of the 
Security Council resolution link- 
ing the UNDOF extension with a 
discussion of the Palestinian 
issue in the presence of a PLO 
delegate. The United States will 
therefore have to clarify two 
major issues atemmming from the 
world body’s decision. 

The first issue is whether the 
statement by Security Council 
chairman Jacob Malik on the in- 
tention to invite the PLO to next 
month's Middle East- 
Palestinian debate constitutes 
recognition of the terrorist 
organization rather than the 
Palestinians as a party to the 
conflict. This would herald an 
eventual alteration in the Securi- 
ty Council resolutions 242 and

PETER BENCHLEY'’S novel,
